At the same moment the firing from 
the regulars under Cols. Kosterlitzky 
and Reyes siackened. By some precon- 
certed arrangement, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Tate called his bugler and ordered him 
to sound the Mexican “cease firing’ call. 
The Federal garrison instantly obeyed, 
but desultory firing continued to come 
from the besiegers. 

Gén. Obregon succeeded in holding 
back the fire from His men so that Col. 
Kosterlitzky and Reyes, with their 
forces, were able to cross to the United 
States, where they surrendered to Col. 
Wilbur E. Wilder, Fifth Cavalry, who 
arrived late, to take command of the 
American troops. The Mexican Federal 
goldiers stacked their arms before the 
American troopers and disbanded. 

Bullets dropped over the Amer- 
$cean town, many citizens narrowly es- 
caping injury. Stray balls fell into the 
streets, some penetrated houses, nar- 
rowly missing Americans in their homes.

Major, and that 
it was understood the Governor 
would make St. Louis appdéintments 
in line with the suggestions of Mr. 
Francis. 

“The editor did not know that Mr. 
Francis had ambitions to select and 
elect the next Mayor of St. Louis, and 
thus have the gratification of crediting 
himself with the election of both a 
Democratic Governor of the State and 
a Democratic Mayor of the city. Ig- 
norance of the facts in politics, as in 
business, often leads to very unexpected 
results, Of all these things the editor 
was in absolute ignorance. Therefore, 
one of the first morals to be drawn 
from this entertaining and interesting 
tale is that when you undertake any 
new line of work be sure, first of all, 
to get all the facts and conditions 
straight. 

Asked to Hon for Mayor. 

“Conditions Were about as roughly 
outlined above, when the Democrats of 
St. Louis began to look around for their 
candidates for Mayor. First one citi- 
zen and then another spoke to the edi- 
tor on the subject of his running. He 
simply laughed away these suggestions. 
Returning from: New York. on a train 
Mr. Edwin Goltra, now talked of as 
Ambassador to Mexico, broached to the 
editor the subject of his running for the 
mayoralty. The suggestion was not 
taken seriously. Later, in business and 
at the clubs the suggestion of making 
the race came from many of the editor’s 
friends. Ex-Mayor Rolla Wells, a pe:- 
sonal friend, strongly urged the editor 
to enter the campaign. 

“At about this time the presidential 
election took place. The State fight on 
the Democratic side was between Mr. 
Elliott W. Major and Mr. W. S. Cow- 
herd. The candidacy of Mr. Major was 
backed by ex-Gov. David R. Francis, 
formerly Mayor of St. Louis, Governor 
of Missouri, Secretary of the Interior 
and presideht of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition. Mr. Francis owns 
the Republic, the only Democratic 
newspaper in St. Louls. Mr. Harry B. 
Hawes received much of this political 
Hawes received much of his political 
training under Gov. Francis and was 
his superior in many of the Governor's 
political battles. But when it came to 
the contest for the Governorship, Mr. 
Hawes backed Mr. Cowherd, and there 
was immediately a breach between the 
Francis and the Hawes factions, While 
Mr. Major was elected Governor of the 
State, he made a very poor showing 
in the ciyt of St .Louis, Mr. Cowherd, 
who was being backed by Mr. Hawes, 
having all the best of it.

“The Globe-Democrat. Ai stand-pat 
Republican paper. In the recent presi- 
dential election the Globe-Democrat sup- 
ported Mr. Taft.

Francis ran:for the Senate this paper 
bitterly attacked him and it is said to 
have been the cause,of his defeat. For 
this reason there is bitter antagonism 
between the Republic (Mr. Francis’ pa- 
per) and the Post-Dispatch. 

The entrance of Harry B. Hawes into 
the Norvell campaign is thus described:

DR. SIMON TELLS 
UF INCIDENT AT 
JEFFERSON CLUB 


Says Council Candidates Includ- 
ing Norvell, Agreed to Give 
Workers Patronage. 


HE WAS ONE SPOKESMAN 
Denies He Stood Behind Table 


and Questioned Men—Simon 
Dominant Then. 





Dr. John H. Simon, Democratic can- 
didate for Mayor, replied Friday to the 
statement made by Saunders Norvell, in 
an interview Thursday, that the six Dem- 
ocratic candidates for the City Council! 
in 1907 were “driven like so many cat- | 
tle’ into the Jefferson Club, where Dr. 
Simon, as spokesman for the Democratic 
City Committee, demanded that they 
pledge themselves to give the committee 
control of the city jobs. 


Norvell then was a Democratic nomi- 
nee for the City Council, and Dr. Simon 
was a dominant factor in the Democratic 
City Committee. Norvell was defeated 
for the Democratic nomination for May- 
or by Dr. Simon in the city primary last 
Friday. 

“The Council candidatés had a meeting 
at the Jefferson Club,” said Dr. Simon 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“They were asked into the Demo- 
cratic City Committee’s room. With 
one or two other members of the com- 
mittee, selected as spokesmen, I told 
the candidates that former members of 
the Council had been running around 
among the heads of city departments 
trying to get jobs for their friends, and 
that they had been ignoring the work- 
ers who had helped keep’ the party in 
power. 

Says Candidates Agreed. 

“TIT totd them in r to get away 
from that system we thought it was 
proper for the City Committee to: have 
control of the distribution of the jobs. 
The candidates were asked to refer 
their applicants for the Jobs to the com- 
mitteeman representing the ward in 
which the applicants lived. The candi- 
dates all agreed to this. 

“Nothing was said about the Mayor's 
appointments. The Council confirms only 
the heads of departments and has noth- 
ing to do with the minor jobs. I think, 
perhaps, Mr. Norvell’s memory is some- 
what hazy about this incident. 2 did 
not stand behind a table and question 
the candidates, one by one. There was 
no table in the room.” 

Norvell publicly has pledged his 
support to Dr. Simon. He says 
Henry W. Kiel, the Republican can- 
didate for Mayor, is a machine poli- 
ticilan, and that between Kiel and 
Simon he prefers the Democratic 
candidate. ; 

Frank P. Crunden, Arthur J. Fitz- 
simons, now chairman of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee, William H. 
Hauschulte and the late John O’Brien 
and Albert Bond Lambert were on 
the Council ticket with Norvell six 
years ago. 

Crunden told a Hoet-Dissatedl re- 
porter Friday that he recalled the 
meeting. 

“The Council candidates were at 
the Jefferson Club,” Crunden said. 
They were asked into the meeting 
room of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee. There we met the commit- 
teemen. As I recall it, the chief 
spokesmen for the committee were 
Dr. Simon and M. J. Mulvthill. 

Says No Pledges Were Given. 

“The substance of the demand was 
that the Democratic City Committee 
should control the appointments and the 
Councilmen should have nothing to do 
with it. After some discussion of the 
question, one of the candidates, I do nor 
remember who it was, said that if the 
committee was talking about the minor 
jobs, the candidates were hot interested. 
I think that ended the meeting, no 
pledges being given by the candidates.”’ 

Norvell first mentioned the Jeffersor, 
Club incident to Dr. Simon when they 
met at the Democratic city convention 
at the Knights of Columbus Hall last 
Tuesday, according to a friend of the 
two who was seated near them on the 
stage. 

Norvell and Simon both were invited 
to speak at the convention. They were 
introduced on the stage and sat near 
each other talking for several minutes 
while the delegates were being seated. 

“This is not our first meeting,’’ Nor- 
vell said to Dr. Simon. 

“I do not -recall,”” said Dr. Simon, 
“that I have ever had the nleasure of 
meeting you personally before.’’ 

“Oh, yes you did,”’ said Norvell, ac- 
cording to the friend, who was seated 
near. “Don’t you remember, when I 
was running for the Council six years 
ago, you called all the Council candi- 
dates into the Jefferson Club and asked 
them to pledge the Democratic City 
Committee that they would relinquish 
to the Committee the right to distrib- 
ute the city patronage?” 

Dr. Simon replied that he remembered 
the incident. 

“You were the boss then,”’ Norvell 
said, with a laugh. “I might have 
used that story in the campaign against 
you, but I didn’t.” 

Pledged Support to Simon, 

Norvell was introduced about that 
time to the audience. He made a 
speech pledging his support to Dr. 
Simon. He said he had voted for Dr. 
Simon in the primary, and that his 
vote was one of the six that Simon 
got in his home precinct. 

Members of the ‘Democratic City 
Committee six years ago say Dr. 
Simon was the dominant factor in 
the organization. It was torn by 
dissensions, with Dr. Simon leading 
one faction, and M. J. Mulvihill, then 
chairman, another. Dr. Simon’s sup- 
porters unseated Mulvihill, ana 
elected Lawler Daley to succeed him. 
Daley was the only committeeman 
who openly supported Dr.-Simon in 
his campaign for the Mayoralty nom- 
ination. The other 27 committeemen 
suported Norvell. Dr. Simon retired | 
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years ago. Daley retained the chair- 
manship for a short time.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 14.—Two 
State Senators yesterday claimed the of- 
fice of Governor of Arkansas and each 
established an office at the capitol. 

After the resignation of Gov. Joseph 


T. Robinson, last Saturday, Senator W. 
F, Oidham, then president of the Senate, 
succeeded to the office of Governor, un- 
der the provision of the State Constitu- 
tion, which does not prévide for a Lieu- 
tenant Governor, but for the succession 
of ‘the president of the Senate. 

Mongay, however, the Senate elected 
Senator John M.’ Futrell, president pro 
tempore, to act as Lieutenant-Governor 
until the Legislature reconvened two 
years hence. 

Today the Legislature adjourned and 
Futrell appeared at the Governor's of- 
fice and demanded that Oldham retire in 
his favor. Oldham refused. Futrell es- 
tablished himself in the office of the 
president of the Senate, and both men 
sought to administer the affairs of the 
State. r 

The law provides that should a vacan- 
cy occur Within a year of the expiration 
of the Governor’s term a special, elec- 
tion shall be called immediately to 
choose an executive. 

Both Futrell and Oldham declare they 
will call an election.

Feuerborn Telis How He Stud- 
ied With Her at Night, Then 
Got Her a Good Place. 


Dr. Henry R. Feuerborn of 4492 La- 
clede avenue, who filed suit Thursday 
for divorce, outlined friday the testi- 
mony he expects to offer at the trial. 
He declared he would try to show that 
when he met Mrs. Feuerborn she was a 
milliner at $8 a week, that she soon 
found his income inadequate for her re- 
quirements for dress and that, after he 


had developed her hat-trimming talent 
until she is now able to earn $50 a week, 
she left him. 

Feuerborn filed his own petition and 
says he will be his own attorney. The 
separation was Aug. 1, 1908. Feuerborn 
said he met his wife in 190, when she 
went to his office to be treated for 4 
minor ailment. They were married 
Thanksgiving day of that year. His 
earnings proved insufficient to satisfy 
her requirements for clothing and hats, 
he said. His expenses were increased 
when her mother teme from Sommer- 
ville, Mo., to live with them.’’ The moth- 
er brought along a niece and she lived 
at our home too,” he- said. 

“The mother had an affliction of the 
eyes,’ said Feuerborn. ‘I paid for her 
treatment from a high-priced specialist 
for a year. My collections were so ir- 
regular that I quit my practice and 
took a job that would insure me an in- 
come of $75 a month. We were then 
living at 4445 Evans avenue. 

“My wife resented my ehange in oc- 
cupation. She said I was a $6000 a year 
man and had no business working for 
such a pittance. During these months 
I spent my time of evenings helping my 
wife study hat designing. I discovered 
remarkable ability in her and developed 
it. Aug. 1, 1909, she said she couldn't 
stand our pinched circumstafices any 
longer and went away. 

“March 1, 1910, I had got her a job 
in a millinery establishment in Mem- 
phis, Tenn., where she now is. When 
she left St. Louis she promised to come 
back to me as soon as things got 
better. 

“T was to be the judge of this. After 
a year I sent her a registered letter 
telling her I could support her. The 
postoffice made a return, but I got no 
answer from her. A year later I wrote 
again, with the same result. Then I 
decided to bring the suit.”’ 

Feuerborn was ill in bed when a 
Post-Dispatch reporter called at his 
home. He said worry over his domestic 
troubles had caused his illness. He is 
40 years old and his wife is 38. 


RIFLE BULLETS ENTER TWO 
‘HOUSES AT JENNINGS, MO. 








Weapon of Same Calibre Found 
and Man 70 Years Old Is 


Arrested. 

Carl Richter, 18 years old, of J¢n- 
nings, Mo., heard a shot near his home 
Thursday morning while he was eating: 
breakfast. When he went upstairs to iis 
room he found a rifle bullet on tie 
mattress of his bed. 

Investigation showed that the builet 
had hit a tree outside of the house 
cutting off a twig, had torn through tie 
wall into the room, passed through tho 
bottom of a chair and plowed its way 
through the mattress.

Aimed for “Wicked Arm” 
Which Beat Her. 








TELLS CALMLY ‘OF PLAN 

Took Revolver to Grading 

Camp, to Prevent New Attack 
in Her Home. 





John Kinney, a grading contractor, 
who was shot Thursday afternoon on 
the Busch farm in St. Louis County, 14 
at St. Anthony’s Hospital and is not 
expected to recover. -Mrs. Pearl Kin- 
ney, locked up at’ Clayton, calmly tvuld 
Friday of the shooting, which she says 
‘was in reprisal for the beatings he had 
administered to her, and to prevent fur- | 
ther cruelty. ; 

Mrs. Kinney, who is 2 years old, sina 
the mother of four small children, and 
in a delicate condition, quietly put her 
house in order and prepared supper for 
the children and arranged for their 
care, while awaiting tlie arrival of coun- 
ty officers. 

The Kinneys have been living ‘n a 
@mall house at the edge of the grading 
camp. Mrs. Kinney says her husband 
beat her Tuesday evening and threatened 
to beat her again Thursday eveninz. 

When Kinney left the house after 
‘dinner to return to his work, Mrs. Kin- 
ney finished the dinner dishes and told 
the children to stay in the house. Then 
she went to where her husband was di- 
Yecting the graders. His back was 
turned to her as she approached.

The funeral of John Henry Knep- 
per: of 1216, North Sixteenth street 
will take place Saturday afternoon 
from the North St. Louis Bundeschor 
Hall, Fourteenth — and Howard 
streets, the scene of many dances, 
concerts and other , entertainments. 


The funeral will be the first solemn 
event in a building which for more 
than 50 years has been dedicated to 
gayety. 

Knepper was the founder of the 
North St. Louis Bundeschor (choir 
band) 57 years ago and was the only 
surviving charter member. For 26 
years he was its president, and even 
after his retirement from active life 
10 ars ago his thoughts ever were 
directed to the society. In moments 
of delirium before his death he 
hummed the tunes of the songs that he 
used to lead in singing and his last 
words were, “How Is the Bundes- 
chor?’ The’ remark was addressed 
to John R.* Payken, leader of the 
society, and the latter suggested that 
the society’s hall would be an appro- 
priate place for the funeral. Rheu- 
matism was the cause of death. 

Drove First Team on Bridge. 

Knepper, who was 88 years old, 
came to St. Louis from Hanover, 
Germany, when he was 18, and short- 
ly afterward married Minnie Buller. 
She died 22 years ago. He used to 
recall that he drove the first team 
of horses over the Eads Bridge at 
the opening of that structure and got 
a prize for the best vehicle exhibi- 
tion. For many vears he was super- 
intendent of the Knapp-Stout Lumber 
Co. and his former honie at Blair anda 
Cass avenues was the headquarters 
of the first charitable organization 
in the city, which later developed into 
the Provident Association. 

Sixty years ago Knepper and 21 com- 
rades sang in the choir at St. Peter's 
Presbyterian Church, Fifteenth and Carr 
streets, and when the pastor objected 
to their drinking beer at rehearsals in 
the Sunday-school hall they formed the 
North St. Louis’ Bundeschor and pur- 
chased the bullding at Fourteenth and 
Howard streets. There were 25 charter 
members. The society now has 44 mem- 
bere. 

Leaves Great-Grandchildren. 

Knepper is survived by four children, 
22 grandchildren and seven great-grand- 
children. The children are John Henry 
Isnepper Jr., a deputy City Marshal:

«kyvrocket, the largest ever made, pro- 
pelled by about 800 pounds of powder, 
and designed to carry him to an indefi- 
nite height (hg didn’t know or care just 
how high, but possibly it would be 3500 
or 4000 feet), when he was to squirm 
himself out of the tube and descend 
io earth by a parachute. 

The film was to be entitled ‘‘From 
New York to Paris in 160 Minutes.’’ The 
experiment was a huge success, espe- 
cially irom the spectacular viewpoint, 
except for the fact that Law did not 
go up, but came down, through a 25- 
foot sheet of flame, which burned his 
face and arms terribly.

Law Was Merely Disgusted. 

One woman wailed, ‘‘Don’t tell me he 
isn’t killed,’””’ when informed that not 
only was Law living, but that his first 
words on recovering consciousness had 
.heen a disgusted ‘‘I thought the damned 
thing would not go up!” 

The rocket ‘“‘stick’’ was-four inches 


this was attached a cylinder about two 
feet in diameter and six feet long, con- 
taining the powder. Directly above this 
cylinder was another about three feet in 
diameter and four feet long, separated 
from the lower by a steel plate. Upon 
this plate were several layers of sand 
and sawdust. 

The moving. picture men. had set up 
their tripods and had taken a few feet 
of film while Law, wearing shoulder 
pads, a football helmet and goggles was 
being tearfully embraced in a ‘‘farewell 
scene’ by his mimic sweetheart. Then 
he climbed a ladder and wriggled into 
the upper cylinder! He adjusted a pur- 
ple conical top above his head, thereby 
shutting himself up a good deal tighter 
and snugger than the proverbial bug in 
& rug. And below him was 80 pounds of 
powder, waiting to be touched off. He 
had no. means of judging whether the 
powder would blow him to Kingdom 
Come or only half way there. 

A brisk wind straightened out the 
folds of the American flag at the top 
cf the platform as one of the men 
touched off the long fuse. The crowd, 
which had been chattering excitedly and 
offered to bet a million to nothing that 
Law would never come out alive, grew 
silent, as it strained forward with tense 
faces to watch the progress of the 
epark along the fuse, which took about 
a minute to burn. Meanwhile the 
*“‘movie’”’ men cranked and cranked. 


Powder Cylinder Blown to Pieces. 
Suddenly there was a series of short, 


staccato explosions. Then an enormous 
cloud of smoke rose skyward, while an 
immense sheet of flame burst out of the 
cylinder in which the powder was stored, 
which was blown to pieces. 

Every neck was craned watching for 
Law to shoot out of the smoke cloud on 
his way aloft, but no Law appeared. 
There was another explosion of powder 
about fifteen feet away, and then every- 
body ran toward the platform, which 
had been set on fire. On the wet 
ground beside it, Law was stretched flat 
on his back, unconscious. 

Here are some of the previous dare- 
devil feats that have earned for Law his 
country-wide reputation as “The human 
fly:”’ 

Bet Commissioner Waldo $50 he would 
jump from the Williamsburg bridge in 
spite of the police and did it. 

Jumped from the Brooklyn and 
Queensboro bridges, eluding the police 
each time. In the latter case his para- 
chute failed to work, so he let go of it 





in midair and went on down by his lone- 
some. 
Explodes a Balloon 500 Feet in Afr. 

He exploded a balloon filled ‘with a 
highly inflammable gas while 00 feet 
above the Hudson River and came down 
safely in his parachute. 

Dropped 500 feet into trees nearly 
opposite the grandstand at the Inter- 
state Fairgrounds at Trenton last year, 
but was not injured. This was the: day 
after Charles W. Walsh, an aviator, had 
been killed at the same place. 

Made a world’s record for parachute 
jumping at Oakwood Heights, Staten 
Island, by dropping 5500 feet from an 
aeroplane driven by H. B. Brown. He 
landed five miles from the spot where 
he had made his ascent. « 

Jumped from an eeroplane 3500 feet 








above Hicksville, Long Island, and 
It took him 32 minutes 
to go up and two to come down. 

Jumped, early last month, from the 
terrace of the Statue of Liberty, 272 
feet high. 

Climbed. the front. of the Hotel An- 
sonia to the thirteenth story. 

Climbed the flagpole of the Singer 
building and took pictures of the crowd 
below. 

Raced 60 miles an hour on a motor- 
cycle, with a girl behind. off an open 
drawbridge into the Shrewsbury river at

SWINDLED BY MAN 
FOUND IN PRISON 


W. J.. Reid,. Now in a Cell in 
California, Is Identified by 
Photographs.

Wanted in Various. Parts of 
Country for Getting Money, 
Say Detectives. 





William J. Reid, tn prison at Fol- 
som, Cal., and described by the police 
of Washington, D. C., as a most dan- 


gerous swindler, has been identified 
through photographs as’ a man who 
has been sought by the Pinkerton 
detectives the past year, during 
whieh time, it is alleged, he has 
swindled a number of business men 
in various parts of the country out 
of many thousands of dollars. One 
of his alleged victims is a St. Louis 
concern. 

In January of 1912 a man called at 
the ofices of the Wilbur Mercantile 
Agency in the Victoria Building and 
said he wanted to engage the con- 
cern’s services in collecting a bill of 
$800 from a resident of Springfield. 
Til. He agreed to pay the firm 5 
per cent for collecting the debt. 

Out Check for $700. 

The agency wrote to the man in 
Springfield and was surprised to receive 
an immediate reply in which he stated 
he would be only too glad to mail the 
agency’s client a check for the full 
amount. He stated the only reason he 
had not paid the obligation before was 
that he had been unable to get in touch 
with Walton W. Stover, the name the 
supposed creditor had given the agency: 

Stover asked the agency to cash the 
check for him and deduct its $40 fee. 
He said he was not known in St. Louis 
und would have difficulty tn cashing the 
Springfield paper. The age&cy gave Sto- 
ver a check for $700 and he cashied it 
at a local bank’ a few minutes later. 

The agency discovered it had. been 
ewindled when it learned that the man 
in Springfield was an accemplice of Sto- 
ver and had sent a worthless check. It 
was learned in Springfield that the ac- 
complice had merely rented an office in 
order to get mail from the agency. 

$20,000 Scheme Worked. 

A photograph of the prisoner in Cali- 
fornia has been identified by represen- 
tatives of the Wilbur Company as that 
of the man who swindled that concern 
elthough the measurements of the pris- 
oner show him to be 6 feet 1 inch tall 
while the man wanted here is described 
as about 5 feet 9 inches. The Pinker- 


tons say the prisoner is able to stretch 


his height and that this accounts for 
the discrepancy in his measurements. 
Under the name of C. B. Morse, the 
Finkertons say, the same man appeared 
in Washington, D. C., in February, 1912, 
and began negotiating with Boss and 
Phelps, a firm of lawyers and real es- 
tate brokers, for the purchase of a 
£20,000 home. He gave his personal 
check for $500 as earnest money and 
the check was genuine. He told the 
firm he had accounts in national banks 
at Aberdeen and Seattle and was ex- 
pecting a draft with which he would 
pay the remaipder on the house. 
Several days later the firm received a 
letter purporting to come from the bank 
at Aberdeen, which contained a draft 
for $10,000 made out in favor of Morse. 
The latter appeared disappointed when 
he found the draft was for that amount. 
He declared he would get another draft 
for $10,000 within a few days, and asked 
the firm to deposit the $10,000 draft in 
their bank for him. This was done. 
Morse drew $500 on the draft with 


which he said he wanted to pay some 


expenses, and when he saw there was 
no trouble in: getting the money, he 
drew the remaining $9500 from the bank 
and fled. It later developed the draft 
sent from Aberdeen was worthless, and 
evidently sent to Washington by an ac- 
complice of Morse. Later the same 
scheme was worked on business men in 
various cities. 
Seven Years in Prison. 
In Sangor, Cal., under the name of 
S. P. Croft, the same man obtained 
$14,850 from the Commercial Bank and un- 
der various fictitious names he obtained 
from bankers and real estate brokers in 
cities in Wisconsin, Michigan, Illinois, 
Indiana, Minnesota, Iowa and Missouri 
sums aggregating $19,843, according to 
the Pinkertons.

“Simply Tricked,’ Cries Suffra- 
gist Leader Over Action on 
Submission Resolution.

POST-DISPATCH BUREAU. JEF- 
FERSON CITY, March 14.—Senator Bu- 
ford of Reynolds County. chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments, to which the resolution to 
submit the woman's suffrage question to 
popular vote, was re-referred late yes- 
terday afternoon, announced today that 
a public hearing on the proposed amend- 
ment will be held in the Senate cham- 
ker Monday night. 

“We have heard from a number of 
women on this question,’”’ said Buford, 
“but few of them, I belleve, are moth- 
ers of families. The Senate is anxious 
tu hear what the mothers of Missour! 
have to say on the subject of the right 
of women to vote. If they are for it, 
the amendment will be weported back fa- 
vorably and passed. It muy come out 
of the committee again in any event.”’ 

Friencs of the measure say there is 
no hope of its passage and that Sen- 
ator Buford is merely ‘‘letting them 
down easy.’’ 

With amazing haste, the Senate, by a 
vote of 16 to 9, referred back the suf- 
frage resolution to the Constitutional 
Amendments Committee. Two weeks 
ago the resolution was sent to engross- 
ment in that body with a majority of 
eight votes. 

Action Believed Premeditated. 

Mrs. David N. O'Neil and Mrs. D. W. 
Knefler, representing the St. Louis 
Equal Suffrage League, were in the 
Senate vestibule at the time. They 
realized that if certain Senators who 
had promised to vote for the resolution 
and then changed their minds desired to 


aumend the resolution, it would be nec- 


essary to have the vote by which it was 
sent to engrossment reconsidered. They 
did not realize, however, they say, that 
after the resolution. had been on the 
Senate calendar for three weeks it 
would be sent back to the committee 
for reconsideration. This action they 
regarded as premeditated for the pur- 
pose of absolutely defeating the resolu- 
tion. 

Only 10 more working days are left, 
and the suffragists concede there is now 
no prospect of the resolution coming out 
of the committee’s hands. If it should 
be reported it will contain one or two 
amendments designed to kill it. 

The Senate's decision on the suffrage 
resolution was recorded by a rising vote. 
There was no roll call. Senator Craig 
of Nodaway entered a feeble protest, 
but nobody seconded his remarks. 

‘“‘We were simply tricked by Senators 
whom we had come to regard as our 
friends,” said Mrs. O'Neil to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent. ‘Such a lot of 
cowards I have never seen. The Sena- 
tors did not, want to go on _ record 
against us, so they just got up from 
their seats and voted, without the form- 
ality of a roll call.” 

Mrs. Knefler said: ‘I guess the pas- 
sage of the county unit local option 
measure had a whole lot to do with the 
conduct of the Senate. Certain Senators 
expressed the opinion that with the 
women voting the State would go dry. 
They thought they had passed enough 
‘dry’ legislation, so they took it out on 
the suffrage resolution. 
are not. prohibitionists, but possibly 
some of the ‘wets’ could not see it that 
way.”’ 

The suffrage resolution is pending in 
the House on the formal:calendar, It 
may. be called up there any moment It 
had plenty of votes to pass in that body 
two weeks ago, but possibly its pros- 
pects in the lower branch have been 
dimmed by the Senate’s remarkable re- 
versal.

HE Illinois Vice Commission is 
T conducting an investigation of 
conditions affecting young wom- 

en who work for a living in Chi- 
cago, with the Idea of establishing a 
minimum and a living wage. To ascer- 
tain what this wage should be, the Vice 


Commission, which is headed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the State, has 
summoned employers and women em- 
ployes before it. : 

Last week a merchant who employs 
817 girls told the commission that 46 of 
the number receive $ a.week for their 
services, 24 get $4, 23 receive $3.50 and six 
are paid $. He admitted frankly that $8 
a week is the smallest sum upon which 
4 young woman may support herself in 
Chicago—other witnesses had named $12 
as the minimum—but he said his firm 
endeavored to employ girls who lived at 
home. Another employer testified that 
he could see no direct relation between 
the insufficient wages paid to women 
and the tempations of an immoral life. 
He said many women gave ‘economic 
pressure as their excuse for their viola- 
tion of a social law, but that in his opin- 
‘really good girl is good under all 


ion 
cl) umstances. On the other hand, work- 
g girls gave it as their opinion that 


m4 underpaid employe who takes the 
easiest way cannot be blamed for her 
dereliction. 
Now, in view of the fact that there are 
thousands of girls who live on $6 and $8 
a week and maintain a moral rectitude 
which few queens have equaled, it 
seems tremendously unfair to assume 
that any woman earning less than $12 
weekly is without moral independence— 
that she must, in fact, supplement her 
income with the wages of sin. 
While the girl who works and fails 
needs the sympathy and the help which 
society in the last few years has under- 
taken to give her, the public should not 
be permitted to lose sight of the girl 
who works and wins. 
F investigation into the conditions 
which produce the deserter from the 
army of working women can benefit 
her without harming the little soldiers 
still in the ranks, so much the better; 
but it must certainly be discouraging 
to the girl who lives honestly on $ a 
week to read that it is impossible for a 
woman to maintain her moral indepen- 
dence on less than $12. Some years 
ago a sensational novel called ‘The 
House of Bondage’’ was published, 
which dealt with the white slave prob- 
lem. Many social reformers hailed the 
book as a tremendous revelation of the 
conditions affecting the working girl. 
Yet the only possible moral to be 
drawn from this novel—in fact, the the- 
sis of the book—was that girls working 
for low wages escape the Minotaur of 
vice purely through the blind luck which 
enables them to marry or through some 
other adventitious occurrence not to be 
expected in the average life. 
Such a moral is disillusioning. Such 
a mora] is weakening. And however 
false, it may constitute the determin- 
ing disaster in the lives of those women 
who stand hesitatingly at the forked 
roads that lead to heaven and hell. I 
use heaven and hell in the sense that

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BILL PERMITTING 


RAGE HORSE BETS 
PASSES IN SENATE 


Apparently Innocent Paragraph 
Would Pave Way for. Pari- 
Mutuels in Missouri. 


By J, J. McAULIFFE.,

FERSON CITY, *March 13.—The pari- 
mutuel system of making bets on horse 
races probably will be introduced in 
Missouri if a bill by Senator Rodgers of 
Audrain County, which passed the Sen- 
ate late yesterday afternoon, becomes a 
law. 

Joseph A, Murphy, president of the St. 


Charles Fair Association, is one of the 
leading promoters of the measure. s He 
has been working among Senators and 
Representatives for several weeks, al- 
though his name does not appear on the 
anti-lobby register in the Secretary of 
State’s office.. Murphy’s bill is so clev- 
erly worded that members of the Sen- 
7 who are opposed to a revival of race 
track gambling in Missouri say they 
voted for it under a misapprehension. 
The bill carried by a unanimous vote. 

It proposes among other things to 
“promote and foster fair associations” 
and to establish a fair commission, to 
consist of five members, to be paid $6 
a day each. Provision also is made for 
a secretary at a salary of $1800 a year. 
The commission is authorized ‘to pre- 
scribe the rules, regulations and condi- 
tions under which livestock and agricul- 
tural competitions and contests of speed 
and endurance between horses shall be 
conducted in this State.” 

Where the Trouble Lies. 

Section 8 declares that nothing in the 
act shall be construed as giving to the 
commission power to license bookmaking 
or auction pools or the recording of 
bets in violation of the anti-poolselling 
law. The joker, however, is found in 
the final wording of this clause which 
reads: 

“It may, however, grant such privi- 
leges not inconsistent with other stat- 
utes as may be necessary for the suc- 
cessful maintenance of such fairs.’’ 

Now the anti-bookmaking law, which 
was adopted by the Legislature after 
the repeal of the notorious ‘breeders’ 
statute,’’ did not forbid persons betting 
among themselves, which is the gen- 
eral plan followed under what is known 
as the pari-mutuel system. The book- 
makers, however, have never dared to 
resort to this evasion of the law with- 
out specific authority. 

A state racing commission, licensing 
fair associations and empowered to 
grant ‘‘certain privileges’’ under the 
head of the anti-bookmaking section, 
would have absolute jurisdiction over 
all race meetings held under the aus- 
pices of a fair association. A strange 
proviso of the bill is that the State 
Fair at Sedalia, the largest organiza- 
tion of fts kind in the State, is ex- 
empted from the operation of the pro- 
posed law. The sum of $30,000 is appro- 
priated from the general revenue fund 
of the State to be naid for the support 
of “each fair or agricultural society.” 

Senator Rodgers said that not only 
Murphy, but a number of horsemen 
from Boone and Audrian Counties, had 
urged him to offer the bill. He sup- 
posed, he said, it was merely for the 
purpose of promoting the breed of hor- 


jges and keeping agricultural interests 


generally. 

“T did not give the various sections 
of the bill sufficient attention to notice 
whether they conflicted with any of 
the present laws, but I presumed that 
section six, which prohibits the commis- 
sion granting any license to bet in 
violation of the existing anti-poolsell- 
ing law, covered the subject of betting 
fully. 

‘I do not know just what is intended 
by the closing paragraph in that sec- 
tion."’ 

Denies Knowledge: of “Joker.” 

Senator Goodson of Macon said: “If 
there was a ‘joker’ in that bill, I surely 
knew nothing about it and I know Sen- 
ator Rodgers would have refused to sup- 
port it if he had thought it was de- 
signed to bring back the old race-track 
gambling evil.’’ 

Senator Warner, Republican, of 8t. 
Louis, who is against the pari-mutuel 
system of betting, says he voted for the 
bill because ‘‘everybody else did.”’ 

“It is*no use standing alone,” was 


| Warner’s explanation of his vote. 


Senators Brogan, Kinney and Cassidy 
of St. Louls said they thought the bill 
was harmless. Senator Gardner of St. 
Louis County“remarked that possibly it 
was. believed the State Fair Commis- 
sion created under the act could sus- 
pend the operation of the anti-gambling 
law in certain cities, but he doubted 
whether this could be done. Opposition 
to the bill is to be concentrated in the 
House. 

Murphy formerly was a racetrack 
judge... He presided at several tracks 
owned or controlled by the old Cella- 
Tilles-Adler combination.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 14.—Pari- 
mutuel betting on horse races may be- 
come lawful in Missouri under a Dill 
passed last night by the Senate. 


The title of the bill declares it to be 
for the purpose of promoting and ‘os- 
tering fair associations and the measure 
creates a commission from which li- 
ecense must be secured by fairs that 
have horse racing. 

The act says that nothing in it shall 
be construed as giving the commission 
power to license bookmaking or auction 
pools as prohibited by law.
